Price Commission says frozen prices will 
be thawed just enough after Saturday to 
make up for new increases in business 
costs 
That is the core of a complex cluster of 
price guidelines announced Thursday and 
aimed at keeping the average of all post- 
freeze price increases down to 2 5 per 
cerjt or less 
Meanwhile, the Pay Board completed 
work Thursday night on" regulations to 
implement pay policies after the freeze 
ends at 12:01 a m Sunday. The regulations, 
built around a general 5 (^per cent ceiling 
on pay increases, will be published in the 
Federal Register Saturday 


In Local Speech 


The Price Commission also announced 
Rents will remain frozen for the time 
being on existing homes and apartments. 
Retailers must display conspicuous 
lists of freeze level prices of food and some 
other items where customers can compare 
them with new prices 
Profit margins may not increase after 
the freeze 
Prices will be discounted for any 
increases in worker productivity 
Scheduled increases in utility rates 
may, in many cases, go into effect when the 
freeze ends at 12 01 a m Sunday 
However, earlier scheduled increases in 
steel and auto prices probably will have to 
be junked unless they can be justified to 


Danforth Requests 
Republican Action 


Saying it was “time for the ordinary 
people of this state to get mad," A tty Gen. 
John C. Danforth decried the inability of 
the present state legislature to do an 
adequate job of governing, when he 
addressed 
a 
Republican 
fund-raising 
dinner 
Thursday 
night 
at 
Maxine's 
Gourmet House 
"The problem with our state government 
is one of concept,” Danforth told the 
gathering of 150 persons, "that is, the 
concept of favoritism, the concept of the 
lobbyist." 
Discussing 
the 
inactivity 
of 
the 
Legislature, Danforth said. “ The state 
hasn’t received a water or air pollution bill, 
there is no public defender bill, even 
though the state Supreme Court says we 
must get one next year, and there is no 
Missouri Bureau of Investigation to aid in 
fighting organized crime in the state." 
"The people are the victims of the 
Legislature," he continued, “ and it’s up to 
the people to replace it with those 
interested in serving the state." 
Blasting what he termed the inability of 
the state Legislature to provide good 
government for the people, Danforth said, 
“ There are a lot of turkeys raised in 
Central Missouri, but the biggest turkey 
farm in the state is on the third floor of the 
Capitol building in Jefferson City.” 
Danforth stressed the importance of the 
role of the newly enfranchised young 
voters, claiming that 95 per cent of the 18, 
19 and 20-year olds were not radical and 
destructive, 
but 
“ the 
best 
informed 
generation this country has turned out ." 
The attorney general said that it was the 
responsibility of the Republican party to 
convince the new voters, a majority of 
whom he said are politically independent, 
that the system of state government can 
operate effectively and idealistically. 
"W h at 
is 
at 
stake," 
Danforth 
emphasized, “ is whether a generation can 
be won over to what is good." 
Danforth said the consumer protection 
division of his office, which he said is in a 
budget bind due to a lack of appropriations 
from 
the 
Legislature, 
is 
currently 
investigating unethical practices of car 
dealers. 
He said several cases of dealers selling 
damaged cars as new cars and turning back 
odometers had been uncovered, and that 
they “ would not be tolerated.” He added 
that the Missouri Automobile Dealer’s 
Association has been working with his 
office in proposing new legislation to 
protect the public from such frauds 
But Danforth charged the effectivemess 
of such campaigns conducted by his office 
are severely limited due to a lack of state 
funds. 


"W hile the activity of the attorney 
general’s office has increased 100 per 
cent,” Danforth said, "the budget has

increased only about 10 per cent, which 
hardly matches cost of living increases.” 
“ The people deserve an honest day’s 
work for a day’s pay," he continued “ The 
machine must be dismantled and junked ." 
Danforth concluded that through trying 
to make the attorney general's office a 
model of what good government should be, 
he felt the Republican party could achieve 
its goal of electing a majority to the state

the commission Ford Motor Co Chairman 
Henry Ford II said Thursday he will seek 
permission for appropriate price increases 
after studying the new guides 
The commission’s policy statement does 
not mean that all prices will increase 
by 2 5 per cent 
'Phis means that some 
prices will go down Some will not increase 
at all Some will go up more than 2 5 per 
cent," 
said Commission Chairman C. 
Jackson Grayson 
The aim is to get the average of all price 
increases to that level, he said. If that 
doesn’t happen, some changes will be 
made. 
The same basic rule was laid down for 
manufacturers, retailers, wholesalers, 
service industries and professionals The 
only price increases to be allowed are those 
that can be justified by cost increases or 
decreases in productivity, and which do not 
increase the profit portion of the pre-tax 
sales dollar 
For the 10 million smallest firms that 
account for half America’s sales this rule 
will be enforced only by Internal Revenue 
Service 
spot 
checks 
and 
watchful 
customers. Bigger firms will be monitored 
by the government, with the 1,300 largest 
corporations required to get advance 
approval of any price increases 
Meanwhile, 
Federal 
Reserve 
Board 
Chairman Arthur F. Burns said he expects 
the Pay Board’s 5 5-per-cent guideline to 
be reduced as price increases level off next 
year. 
“ I do not think we can stand an increase 
in wages of 5 5 per cent indefinitely,” 
Burns told Wall Street leaders in New York 
Thursday night. 
And White House economist Herbert 
Stein told the National Association of 
Manufacturers the Phase 2 program will 
have “ rough edges for many.” but is one in 
which

prosper ” 
Grayson appealed for voluntary, public- 
spirited 
cooperation 
by 
the 
nation's 
businessmen Without it, he said, the entire 
system of price controls will surely collapse 
into an inflationary shambles 
However, the commission decided not 
to equip consumers with the legal power to 
demand that a small businessman open his 
books to justify price hikes based on 
increased costs. Instead, it urged firms to 
provide such cost information voluntarily 
A Price Commission spokesman said a 
customer who is suspicious of a price 
increase by a firm that refuses to provide 
information to justify it may complain to 
the Internal Revenue Service 
On 
the other hand, Grayson said, 
businessmen entitled to legitimate price 
increases should not hesitate to put them 
into effect Sunday. 
Before retail merchants may increase 
prices, however, they must post lists of 
price ceilings that prevailed during the 
freeze period on food and on other yet-to- 
be-specified items In any case, such lists 
must be up by next Ja n . 1.

The underwriters purchased the bonds in 
two issues, with one $24 million issue 
bringing 6 per cent interest and maturing in 
20 years, and the $50 million issue bringing 
61 a per cent and maturing in 33 years 
The underwriters charged a 2 65 per cent 
discount rate, the lowest since Oklahoma 
began selling turnpike bonds. 
Gov. David Hall, noting that the interest 
rate is well below the 7 5 per cent legal 
maximum and hailing the low discount 
rate, said he believed the state worked 
out a good deal on the bonds

On Foreign Aid 
Policy Stalling Measure 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A series of 
policy restrictions including the latest 
effort to force U S. withdrawal from In­ 
dochina holds the key to final congressional 
action to extend the foreign aid program 
This view was expressed by both Senate 
Democratic Leader Mike Mansfield and 
Chairman Thomas E. Morgan of the House 
Foreign 
Affairs 
Committee after 
the 
Senate completed work Thursday on a two- 
bill $2.6-billion foreign economic and 
military aid package to replace the single 
$2 9-billion measure rejected by the Senate 
Oct 29. 
The two bills now go to the House, which 
earlier this year approved a $3 4-billion aid 
measure by just eight votes Morgan told a 
reporter he expects the House to pass a 
smaller bill next week. 
Secretary of Defense Melvin R. Laird 
said the Senate's action partially reversed 
the adverse impact of its earlier decision 
to kill the foreign aid program, but he 
added 
that 
the amount 
authorized 
Wednesday is 
"still 
far 
short of what is 
needed." 
In a speech to the National Association of 
Manufacturers. Laird called the foreign aid 
program "absolutely essential" to the 
success of the Nixon doctrine and the 
strategy of ballistic deterrents 
"To terminate it or reduce it to an 
inadequate level is to undermine the 
foreign policy which 
the 
administration is 
carrying out, 
thus far with 
significant 
success," he said. 
The defense secretary said the presence 
of U. S. troops overseas has been an 
important factor in maintaining peace. If 
they were pulled out of trouble areas and a 
vacuum was left behind, he said, "the 
prospects for peace in these areas become 
much less encouraging ’’ 


The future of the aid program, for which 
legal authority expires Monday, appears to 
depend on the new bills Senate leaders 
said again they plan no action on the House- 
passed interim funding measure for the 
aid program and several other agencies, 
including the Pentagon 


Despite differences in funding levels on 
virtually every aspect of the aid bills, 
however. Morgan 
said 
he sees 
little 
problem in resolving those, although the 
level is likely to be well below the $3 4 
billion 
demanded 
by 
the 
Nixon 
administration 


I'm not worried about money figures."

can be spent and the latest version o 
Mansfield's amendment calling for tota 
U.S. withdrawal from Indochina within sn 
months. 


Other restrictions include a 25-per cent 
cutback in personnel in U.S. military 
missions; a flat ceiling on military aid and 
sales to Latin America and Africa; a 
suspension on all aid and military sales to 
Pakistan; a 1975 cutoff on bilateral loans, 
and a requirement for annual authorization 
legislation for the State Department, the 
U.S. Information Agency and U S. con­ 
tributions to the United Nations

Catholics Giv e $5 
Million To Poor 


By GEORGE W. CXMINEL L

NEW YORK (AP) - While 
Protestant chu rches have ru n 
into recu rrent 
u proars over 
their grants to projects among 
the p<K)r, the Homan Catholic 
Chu rch now is pou ring fu nds 
into that cau se with scarcely a 
ripple of opposition. 
“ We expected more of it bu t 
tht*re haven’t been very many 
cases of protest,” says Bishop 
Michael H. Dempsey, of De­ 
troit, national director of the 
Chu rch’s Campaign for Hu man 
Development. 
“ At least not yet,” he added 
in an interview. “ It still may 
come.” 
Bu t at the present stage, with 
tht> program winding u p its 
first year of operation, it has 
pu t more than $5 million into 
the hands of the poor for self­ 
development withou t major rep­ 
ercu ssions in its own ranks. 
“ We’ve tritnl to look ahead to 
see* where difficu lties might 
arise and get Uxal readings on 
it ahead of time," said the Rek'. 
Robert V, Monticello, of Wash­ 
ington, D.C., a social service 
expert recently named execu ­ 
tive director of the pn^ram. 
Nevertheless, he said grants 
have not been confined to safe, 
noncontroversial grou ps. 
Bu t in cases where the na­ 
tional 
alhK’ation 
committee 
lacks firsthand information, he 
said on-the-scene assessnents 
are obtained from the area in­ 
volved before grants are made, 
with fu nds then su pplied on a 
qu arterly 
basis and 
regu lar 
progress reports requ ired as 
the fu nding continu es. 
“ It’s a matter of collabora­ 
tion between national and Im’al 
people,” he said “ We want to 
tx* ready to explain the ratio­ 
nale bi'hind any grant.” 
Althou gh similar prcKcsses 
are u sed increasingly In Protes 
tant programs, it wasn’t always 
done initially, and s«*veral deniF 
minations, inclu ding the United 
Presbyterian 
and 
Episcopal 
chu rches, 
have 
encou ntertni 
wide dUsent to simie grants. 
Altogether the chu rches have 
ap|>roprlated more than $100 
million to su ch activity In the 
last fou r years, miu 'h of It go­ 
ing to black controlled proji’cts, 
other su ms to erMleavors of In 
dians, Pu erto Ricans, Mexican 
Americans awl poor whites 
Consistentl(f, the new prin 


ciple of the chu rch aid has been 
self-determination—leaving di­ 
rection of the u plift projects to 
the poor themselves, rather 
than the old-style paternalistic 
system of imposing decisions 
on them. 
“ That’s a key to the whole 
approach,” Father Monticello 
said. “ We’re not doing ‘for’ 
people—bu t with them. It’s a 
departu re from the past, giving 
tiM? poor a chance to do what 
everybody else has tried with­ 
ou t getting very far.” 


Bishop Dempsey added: “ The 
poor tell u s what they want to 
do and we help them do it. We 
aren’t Ju st giving money or last 
year’s coat, bu t a new chance 
for Jobs, decent hou sing, for 
dignity, 
self-respect 
and 
a 
chance to determine their own 
destiny. 
“ The heart of the Gospel is 
hu man development. We want 
to get poor people u npoor.” 
In that cau se, American Ro­ 
man Catholics, in their first na­ 
tionally coordinated attack on 
domestic poverty, last year do­ 
nated $8.5 million in a single 
special collection, the largest 
su m ever raised in one Chu rch 
offering. 
The second special collection 
comes Nov. 21, the Su nday be­ 
fore Thanksgiving, as it did be­ 
fore, and Bishop IJempsey and 
Father Monticello have been 
tou ring the cou ntry, describing 
what’s been done and encou r­ 
aging fu rther su pport. 


Ou t of the previou s collection, 
a 40-member national com­ 
mittee, strongly representative 
of organizations of the poor, 
has fu nded 165 projects with 
grants totalling $3.5 million. 
Nearly $3 million is left to dis­ 
tribu te, with 100 projects u nder 
consideration. 
Another $2.1 million, the one- 
fou rth of the collection kept by 
dl(M'esex, Is being dist>enif'd lo­ 
cally in the same cau se.

WASHINGTON — The White Hou .se is 
making q u iet p rep arations to p rev ent the 
rise of another J Edgar Hoov er. 


Well before President Nix on calls in the 
mastiff-faced crimefighter for a final v isit 
and sends him the last lau datory “Dear 
Edgar” letter, a p rop osal will be ready to 
limit the nex t F’BI director’s term. 


The staff work already has been started 
at both the White Hou se and Ju stice 
Dep artment on an ex ecu tiv e order, or 
p ossibly a statu te, to establish a fix ed term. 
The tentativ e thinking is that no fu tu re FBI 
chief shou ld serv e longer than sev en y ears. 


Almost no one in Washington wants to 
see another FBI chief attain 1 
Edgar 
Hoov er’s immense p ower. It is a measu re 
of his p ower that those who now seek to 
cu rb it are working in fearfu l secrecy . 
No attorney general, thou gh su p p osedly 
Hoov er’s su p erior, has been able to control 
him. Presidents who may hav e wished to 
rep lace him hav e alway s thou ght better of 
the idea. Ly ndon Johnson ev en waiv ed the 
gov ernment’s wise ru le of mandatory 
retirement at 70 so Hoov er cou ld continu e. 
And on Cap itol Hill, the FBI is accorded 
the same deference as motherhood 


We hav e thorou ghly ex p lored the sou rces 
of Hoov er’s u niq u e p ower. We hav e talked 
to 
White 
Hou se 
aides 
and 
Ju stice 
Dep artment officials, p ast and p resent. 
All agree that Hoov er has been able to 
cow 
Washington 
officialdom 
largely 
becau se he keep s files on the high and 
mighty . He has amassed raw information 
on Presidents and p eons alike that fill 
miles 
of 
cabinets. 
Few 
p oliticians, 
therefore, will stand u p to him for fear he 
might leak ou t derogatory rep orts against 
them. They know Hoov er dcx isn’t hesitate 
to traffic in u nev alu ated information He 
has 
fu rnished 
u ndercov er 
rep orts, 
backstairs gossip and other titillating 
tidbits to his p olitical allies. 


The du rable old G-man has taken .sp <*cial 
p ains to p rov ide Presidents with intimate 
information from FBI files 
This ha.s 
u su ally giv en him direct access to the man 
in the White Hou se 


In President Nix on’s case, Hoov er has 
been slip p ing him FBI data for y ears This 
information help ed Nix on to bu ild a 
rep u tation as an anti-Commu nist cru sader 
du ring his early day s in Congress The two 
men hav e now become close {M*rsonal 
friends 
Nix on likes to recall how he 
ap p lied for a job with th<* FBI after fiis 
gradu ation from Du ke and to kid Hoov er 
abou t rejecting his ap p lication The FBI 
chief blames it on an ap p rop riations cu t 
Yet the President believ es Hiwiv er is 
hu rting him.self and the FBI by hanging on 
to his job. Nix on desp <‘rately wou ld lik<- to 
find a gracefu l way to rep laei* th<* old 
cu rmu dgeon withou t bringing dishonor 
u p on him 


Hoov er 
established 
his 
closest 
relationship with Ly ndon Johnson who, as 
a .s(*nator, had liv ed across the street from 
him LRl alway s had a fine ap p reciation 
for a .story abou t a leader’s ex tracu rricu lar 
lov e life, and Hoov er kep t him su p p lied 
with rep orts on the p riv ate hijinks of 
p rominent Americans 


At the 1964 conv ention, Hoov er a.ssigned 
an FBI team, inclu ding his tru sted No 3 
man, C D DeLoach, to Johnson. The FBI 
men 
acted 
as 
p ersonal 
p olitical 
inv estigators for LBJ who wanted to keep 
traack of ev ery mov e at the Atlantic City 
conv ention, p articu larly the activ ities of 


the late Robert Kennedy , whom Johnson 
distru .sted. 


.As attorney general. Kennedy committed 
the u np ardonable offen.se of issu ing direct 
orders to F'BI agents. The ice that formed 
between Hoov er and Kennedy cau sed a 
chill felt all ov er Washington. 


Yet Hoov er maintained liaison with the 
Kennedy s while they were in p ower by 
some slick administrativ e sleight of hand. 
The Kennedy s had come to tru st a 
dedicated y ou ng agent. Cou rtney Ev ans. 
Aware of this. Hoov er sp lit one of his u nits 
and created a sp ecial inv estigativ e div ision 
so Ev ans cou ld be made an assistant 
director 


At that lev el, Ev ans cou ld deal with the 
mighty . And Ev ans, to his credit, acted 
loy ally as a liaison between the su lky old 
director and the Kennedy s. Yet President 
Kennedy 
had 
made 
it 
clear, 
recall 
intimates, that he intended to retire 
Hoov er at age 70. 


Bu t there was a new man in the White 
Hou se on Jan. 1,19 6 4, when Hoov er p assed 
the 7 0-y ear mark Indeed, it was Hoov er 
who notified Robert Kennedy that his 
President-brother was dead in Dallas. The 
attorney general told intimates afterward 
that Hoov er “was not q u ite as ex cited as if 
he were rep orting the fact that he had 
fou nd a Commu nist on the facu lty of 
Howard Univ ersity .” 


Thereafter, the two men scarcely sp oke 
'to each other, and the chill ex tended to the 


hap less Ev ans who q u ietly left the bu reau . 
Hoov er had Dwight Eisenhower’s ear 
throu ghou t his two terms in the White 
Hou .se. As one former aide told u s: “Ike 
went for Edgar hook, line aq d sinker.” 
Bu t not Harry Tru man. With rare 
ex cep tions, the gritty Tru man dealt with 
the FBI chief at arms length and comp elled 
him to work throu gh the attorney general. 


FYanklin D. 
Roosev elt, desp ite his 
p atrician tastes, came to dep end on Hoov er 
and dealt with him directly when he 
needed ammu nition against his enemies. 
By 19 39 , Hoov er was in su ch good graces at 
the White Hou se that FDR did by 
ex ecu tiv e order what might not hav e been 
p ossible by law. Roosev elt gav e Hoov er, 
with the stroke of a p en, control ov er all 
intelligence gathering, cou nter-esp ionage 
and secu rity in the U.S. 


When Hoov er at last retires, he will hav e 
to giv e u p his files with the intimate details 
abou t so many liv es. The p owers in 
Washington are determined that these files 
don’t fall into the hands of another J. 
Edgar Hoov er.

Whatever his driving skills, it 
is a big switch in image for the 
actor who for 13 seasons has 
played that wise, gray rancher 
of the Old West, Ben Car­ 
twright. 
All through the "Bonanza” 
years, Greene has made spo­ 
radic efforts to avoid being 
typed—difficult if not impos­ 
sible since he rides his quarter 
horse on camera every Sunday 
night and extra curricular ap* 
pearances are possible only in­ 
frequently. 
Before made-for-TV shows, 
Lome annually hung up his 
bucskins and buttoned on a tu­ 
xedo to host the finab of a 
beauty contest.

Tobacco 
Estimate 
Is Down 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The 
Agriculture Department esti­ 
mated Thursday this year’s to­ 
bacco production would total 1 ,- 
804 million pounds, about five 
per cent less than last year’s 
crop. 
Tlie November prediction was 
up five million pounds from 
last month’s forecast. The de­ 
partment said increased yields 
on flue-cured and cigar type to­ 
bacco accounted for the in­ 
crease. 
The department said the av­ 
erage yield for all types of to­ 
bacco was forecast at 2,119 
pounds per acre, about three 
pounds less than 1970. 
Flue-cured tobacco promo­ 
tion was estinuited at 1,102 mil­ 
lion pounds with a yield of 2,055 
pounds per harvested acre, 
down 8 per cent from last 
year’s 1,193 million pounds. 
Burley tobacco production 
was estimated at 545 million 
pounds, 
the same 
as 
bst 
month’s prediction and 15 mil­ 
lion pounds below last year’s 
total crop. The yield was fig­ 
ured at 2,513 pounds per acre 
compared with 2,560 pounds a 
year ago. 
The estimates for the various 
types of tobacco by states fol­ 
lowed with bst year’s produc­ 
tion included:

Under President Nixon’s or­ 
der, sabry increases in the 
1971-72 contracb were withheld 
if the teachers were not work­ 
ing when the 90-day freeie be­ 
came effective Aug. 15. 


The brger com estimate 
helped boost tobl feed grain 
proNduction this year to an in­ 
dicated record of 206 million 
tons, including com, oab, bar­ 
ley and sorghums, up 29 per 
cent from 1970. 


The department’s "all crops” 
production index rose to 113 per 
cent of the 1967 level used for 
comparison, a one pcant gain 
from October. 


Other crops estimated Thurs­ 
day included: Soybeans 1.2 bil­ 
lion busheb, up 2 per cent from 
October and a record; and sor­ 
ghum grain 890 million busheb, 
down slightly from bst month 
but still record brge. 
There were no new estimates 
for wheat, but the 1971 crop al­ 
ready had been put at a record 
1.6 billion bushels. 
The Agriculture Department 
has announced sharp cutbacks 
for 1972 feed grown under gov­ 
ernment programs. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Agriculture Department says 
the nation’s output of meat next 
year will level off after a four 
per cent gain in 1971 despite a 
huge supply of feed grain for 
the coming season. 
Officbb said in a report is­ 
sued Thursday a smaller pork 
supply in 1972 will about offset 
moderate increases in beef pro­ 
duction. 
"In the short term, livestock 
producers w ill be tempted to 
feed finished animals to heavi­ 
er weighb because feed cosb 
will be lower and costs of re- 
pbcement cattle higher," the 
Outlook and Situation Board 
said. 
"In the longer term, the 
more 
favorable 
animal-feed 
price rebtionships next year 
will encourage increased out­ 
put, but this will not boost 
sbughter supplies substantially 
until after 1972," the report 
said. 
Hog producers have indicated 
they will cut back on pig pro­ 
duction through next spring, a 
reaction to low market prices 
this year. The nation's cattle 
herd, however, is expected to 
continue growing. 
"The cattle inventory is in­ 
creasing more sharply in 1971 
than in other recent years," the 
report said. "Next year’s begin­ 
ning cattle inventory may be 
up three million herd or more. 
Beef animab will account for 
all of the gain, providing the 
potential 
for 
brger 
cattle 
sbughter in the years ahead." 


WASHINGTON (AP) ~ The 
broiler industry has been cited 
by an Agriculture Department 
official as an example of how 
consumers can benefit from im­ 
proved production efficiency. 
Odin Langen, who directs the 
Packers and Stockyards Ad­ 
ministration, said while per ca­ 
pita consumption of poultry in- 


creased to 37.3 pounds in 1970 
from 8.7 in 1%0, prices charged 
consumers declined to 40.8 
cents per pound from 59.5 cents 
during the 20-year period. 
"You don’t find that kind of a 
price drop too often these 
days," Langen told a meeting 
of poultry industry leaders.

WASHINGTON — The Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee is asking questions 
about a multi-millionaire who shuttles 
mysteriously between the White House and 
the 
inner 
sanctums 
of 
the 
Greek 
dictatorship. 


He is Tom Pappas, a Greek-American 
who runs the Esso works in Greece 


Back in 19 68, he helped wangle the vice 
presidential nomination for his fellow 
Greek-American, Spiro Agnew. Pappas 
offered to raise millions for the GOP cause 
from wealthy Greeks if Richard Nixon 
would take Agnew as his running mate. 


Now Pappas has a key, apparently, to the 
back door of the White House where he 
was seen most recently at President 
Nixon’s dinner for Yugoslavia’s Josip 
Tito 


Pappas also turned up in Greece last 
month with Vice President Agnew. Pappas 
was the man in dark glasses who was seen 
squeezing out of the U.S. helicopter just 
behind the Agnews. He gave a sumptious 
dinner for the vice president at a posh hotel 
in Greece. 


Pappas has taken care not to neglect the 
Democrats in his political wheeling and 
dealing. 
The 
recent House 
battle 
to 
continue 
military aid 
to Greece, for 
example, was led by Rep. Rom an Pucinski, 
D-Ill. We have uncovered a 19 69 letter from 
Pucinski 
to Pappas, declaring: “ I am 
grateful to you for your help.” 


Pucinski has assured us that the “help” 
was 
not 
financial. 
He 
was 
merely 
expressing his appreciation, said Pucinski. 
for Pappas' 
help in finding jobs for 
constituents who had returned to Greece.

Marcy asked 
specifically about press reports, quoting

Demetracopoulos, that Pappas and his 
brother John have used “their considerable 
political and economic clout in the United 
States to promote simultaneously their 
own financial interests as well as the 
in te re sts 
of

dictatorship."

State 
Department 
replied 
last 
weekend that Pappas was neither an 
official of Greece nor the U S . then added 
warily as befits a confidential report on a 
White House favorite 
“While the articles 
in question imply by indirection that Mr 
Pappas has acted improperly, then* has 
never been to our knowledge any din*ct 
accusation that he has exceeded the bounds 
of propriety or legality ”

Why, persisted Lengyel. didn’t his boss 
visit the important Sirmium site’’ Miss 
Rogers allegedly 
retorted 
disdainfully 
"H e's not interested in your excavation.” 


Schmertz not only failed to visit the 
Sirmium site but didn't even bother to 
telephone Lengyel for a report on the 


project Yet Schmertz was supposed to be 
overseeing it for the Smithsonian.

Rogers to inspect other sites in Yugoslavia

W?hile Miss Rogers acknowledges she and 
Schmertz were in Belgrade together, she 
emphasizes it was all perfectly proper.
